Judge Pickman Finds Mother 


Not Criminally Liable for 
Daughter's Death 


The report of the inquest 
into 
tht 


cause of death of Ruth 
E. 
Maxlleld 


daughter of Mary E. Maxneld. a yeai 
ago last month, was made public to- 
day. 
The Maxrteld girl was taken 11! 


during the early part of January, 1917, 
and inasmuch as her parent and rela- 
tives belonged to the First Chuich 
Christ, Scientist, she was given Chris- 
tian Science treatment. She gradually 
grew worse and absent Christian Sci- 
ence treatment was given her from 
practitioner of Christian Science 
Lawrence. 
Subsequently, .however, 


practicing homeopathic physician 
this city was called in, but before he 
arrived at the house the girl had died. 


Judge Pickman -in summing up his 


finding says, that the treatment of dis- 
ease by Christian Science practitioners 
is 
recognized 
and 
permitted in this 
slate, and finds that Mary E. Maxfield 
is not criminally liable for the death o^ 
Huth B. Maxneld. 


The report is in part as follows: 
"Tn the early part of the evening- of 


Tuesday, the second day of January, 
1SI7, Kuth in company with Edith Far- 
rington, a girl companion, went coast- 
ing, later in the evening they went to 
Kuth's home where

someone was ill in the room.

morning Mrs. Kopelman asked 
the 


mother if Ruth had been sick in her 
loom early that -morning. In reply she 
said that Ruth was-sick. 
Soon after- 


wards the mother went to. the tele- 
phone and talked with one or more nf 
her relatives, informing them that her 
daughter was sick and requested Mrs. 
Grace E. Maxfield, her sister-in-law, to 
come to the. house as soon as possible 
to see Ruth. In about an hour after- 
wards the sister-in-law went to the 
house. 
She prayed and read from the 


bible, giving Christian Science treat- 
ment. The condition of Huth did nor 
improve and her moth'er, by telephone, 
called Lawrence, Mass., and spoke with 
Mr. Lewis Prescott, a Christian Science 
practitioner who lived 
in that cits'. 


While she was doing so, Mrs. Kopelman 
said to her, "I thlni you ought to get 
a doctor."

ENFORCEMENT OF FOOD AND DRUG 


LAWS BY STATE DEI'ARTMEST 


OF MBALTH 


The public has but little knowledge 


of the character and extent of th» 
work of the state department of health 
relative to the enforcement of the food 
and drug laws. 
The department has 


felt that it could achieve much better 
results without undue publicity. Ei- 
perienco has show.n that it is seldom 
necessary to prosecute a person more 
than once, and invariably the publi- 
cation of the result of the court case 
in a newspaper creates considerable 
damage to the business of the person 
who has been tried. 


In carrying out this work the de- 


partment maintains a force of seven 
inspectors and four chemists, acting 
under the direction ot the chief analy 


such articles as experience has shown 
are liable to adulteration. Such sub- 
stances as flour, br&ad, fresh vegeta- 
bles, spices and most meat products 
are seldom if ever adulterated. 
There 


was formerly considerable 
adultera- 


tion prevalent in condensed milk, cof- 
fee, 
cream of tartar, cocoa, chocolate, 


honey, molasses and spices, during-the 
past 15 years adulteration of this class 
of foods has practically ceased. 


The commissioner of health, Dr. A. 


J. McLaughlin, has for some time re- 
alized the desirability of activities in 
another direction on the part of the 
food and drug division. He specifical- 
ly desired that work be done relating 
:o thc economic side of the food ques- 
tion, with particular reference to the 
enlightenment of thc public with ref- 
erence to the uses and food values of 
our various 
foodstuffs. 


With this in view thc department has 


employed Mrs. Alzira W. Sandwall to 
undertake a portion of this work. She 
s a graduate of the home economics 
department of Simmons college and is 
*cauainted witli the scientific phases of 
he food question. She is also a house- 
Deeper and is familiar with the prac- 
icaj end of the problem. As a por-
